of Truce, which made their fir Claim; but 
the Dutch were then our ‘Carriers (fo the Windicator 
calls them ) and in that Quality we were obliged, for 
our own fakes, to take cate of them; whereas now, by 
Samra large a ey as is given them by this 
Treaty, ey will become’ Mafters of out Manufa&ures, 
and by Sailing cheaper, ahd being nearer the Markets, 
underfell ‘us all over Europe, pen upos the Poot of that 

Equality which is here Contracted for.’ However, 


‘the Dutch do not gob upon the Foot of a Treaty; they 


fet it afide, and therefore our Author infifls on what is 
nothing to the Purpofe. The Treaty of Munfter is the 
Foundation of all their Claim in behalf 6f Trade; and I 
hope he will not fay that England was a Party here; fince 
it was Signed on that fatal Day, the 30th of Fenwary, 
1648, when England was unable to {peak for her lf 
in her Political Capacity. “The Letter he produces from 
Sir William Hodges, is indeed of weight, as it coines 
from a Perfon of Worth and Integrity: It is not unlike 
but Sir W. might be furpriz’d in this Affair; and the 
Perufal of this Letter makes fuch a Suggeftion not im- 
probable: However, we are to fuppofe, that he {peaks 
only to his own Knowledge; for it is notorious, that 
when this Matter was before the Houfe of Commons, fe- 
veral Spanifh Merchants did declare, that we had Privi- 
leges and Advantagesin Spain, fuch as no other Nation 
could claim but our felves: And as to that Branch of 
our Tradé in Sicily, it appears, (and neither this Author 
nor his Informers can deny,) that no Native or Foreigrer 
whatever could there plead a Right to the {ame Privile- 
ges which the Englifh had for many Years enjoy’d. If 
now, to humour the Vindicator, 1 thould fuppofe, that 
the Dutch had the fame Right with us; yet, how does he 
prove that even this Equajity will be fecur’d tous? The 
Dutch are to have all the Netherlands, aha whatever elfe 
can be Conquer’d. They are to have all the Power of 
the Purfe and the Sword, and to furnifh their Garrifans 
not only with all NeceJaries, but, by 2 peculiar Finefs 
of Style in the Treaty, all Conveniengies Cultom-free ; 
‘which, by an eafy Interpretation, is enough to make them 
a Title toa General Free Trade, not chargeable with any 
Duties at afl; and in which they might reafonably expe& 
to be ina fhort time without Rivals and Partners, ut, 
fays the Vindicator, They will not meddlé vith the Ci- 
vil Power ; They. will not make any New Laws about 


“Commerce; They will not interrupt che v4 fh Trade ; 


They will obferve Treaties ; They will be Honeft, Juft, 
and fo on, This Writer {peaking of the Putch trulting 
the Empergr with a part of their Forces, fays, pag. 80. 
That they ought not to. do it, tho’ he fhould declare in 
never fo oleten @ manner, their Intereft ta be infepara- 
ble from ‘his own. For whom does he write, that his 
own Country mutt not take adyantage of the very fame 
Maxim? Does he not allow the Dutch to he our Rivals 
in Trade? And, are Rivals to be trufted with fuch an 
Opportunity ? Did the Dutch ever flip fuch an Cppor- 
tunity when it offer’d; as, in the Cate of the Fp. 
eries, the Spice I/lands, and the Forts and. Faories on 
the Coattof Africx ? Limention thefe two laft the rather, 
to lec this ‘Author fee, that whatever the Eagiifh may 


‘lofe in the Ipdies, and other remote Plantations, docs 


not therefore of courfe fall to the French, asde ftoutly 
and boldly afirms, But he urges farther, that the Dutch 
will not obftruet our Trade, because they muft then 
break with the Emperor, And what if they do break 
with him, when they have all the Netherlands to them- 
felves, and ¢he Emperor is unable to come at them? 
Their breaking with the Grand Turk would be of much 
the. fame Importance. Befides, it is this Anthor’s own 
Obfervation, That the Emperors and Kings of Spain 
always look’d on thc Netherlands 4s 4 Burden not worth 
their Care, and which they were glad to leave to the 
Management of the Englith and Dutch, It is but too 
aly. to ghefs, what Regard the Dutch will lave for a 
new Treaty, who had none for the old ones. The Re- 
peefentation Gf the Englifh Merchants at Bruges, in- 
ferted at large by this Author, plainly thews, that 
they will not leave us an Equality, tho’ it be our 
Right, The Vindicator has certainly found a new 
Meaning to this Reprefeptation ; for he calls it An Ap- 
plication to Her Majesty sot to have tie Barrier taken 
out y fe ands of the Dutch, tho’ there is not fo much 
as a fingle Claufe in it to that purpofe. He adds, That 
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Bi, the Barrier Treaty, but, # eatber'a

Sign’d the 29th of O@ober 1709; the 7th of, November

So 
that we Traded there $ per Cent. dearer than the 
Dutch; and whoever confiders of what Confequence the 
Trade of the Netherlands is to Britain, will think this
